>1idltiou of the national finuiiccH. | AH 
to the fonwer he remurked that Congr>«H 
hud "pt-rhups too hastily, but with entire 
un/uiimity" supported the I'rienidentJ in 
maintaining tlio interests anil hoiiort of 
the country in the field of diplomacy; jput 
as to the latter, Congress had not 'ap- 
proved and would not approve his reepnj- 
inriidatious as to the financial policy, 
eHiMK'iiilly as to the currency.

In these views the Pr widen t was Sup- 
ported by tho secretary of the treasury. 
It was with diffidence tl at he, Shernian, 
undertook to controvert tiieir bpinwm, 
but his convictions were so strong that 
they were in error that lie hoped to 'con- 
vince the Senate by the facts which; he 
would an bin if that the true line of public 
policy was to supply the government with 
ample meaiTs to meet current expeiises 
nnd to pay each year a portion of the 
public debt. The gold reserve tould then 
l|ii easily maintained without cost uxticpt 
Che loss of interest on gold in the tr^as- 
ury, but with a saving .of interest on 
United States notes and treasury notes of 
five times the interest lost by the gold 
held in reserve.'

But a vastly greater benefit than itho 
saving of interest was secured to the poo- 
pus by u national paper currency at pnr 
with coin supported by .the credit of. the 
United States nnd redeemed on demand 
in coin ati the treasury in the principal 
"ity in thoj United States. 


The only difficulty in the way of an 
easy, maintenance of the United .States 
notes at par with coin was the fact that 
during the" administration the revenues of 
tho government had not been sufficient 
to meet the expenses. If Congress had 
provided necessary revenue, or, if >the 
President nnd the secretary of thei treas- 
ury had refused to expend appropriations 
not mandatory in form but permissive, 
BO OH to confine expenditure within re- 
ceipts, there would have had no difficulty 
with the revenue. 


This would have b'een a stalwart net in 


harmony with the President's character, 
and plainly within his power. The Pres- 
ident kmjw as well as any one that f^oin 
the' close! of tho civil war to the date of 
his inauj&iration tlie government expendi- 
tures had been less, than the receipts. In 
this connection Mr. Sherman produced a 
tablb showing that every year during that 
long period there had been a surplus of 
revenue, which had been applied to fthe 
reduction of the interest bearing debt! '

said the aggregate reduction of the debt 
was greater .than the law required.

In astronomy UB havu to do with 


the greatest things m nature 
Tho 


sun is 90,000 000 miles distant from 
the earth and of a bulk one and 
one third million times as great Tho 
planet Neptune is 30 times as far 
away as the sun The nearest to us, 
so far as wo know of all the stars 
(a Centaun) is well nigh 10 000 
times as distant as tho planet Nop 
tune, while beyond it are hundreds 
of millions of stars farther and jot 
farther off 
Some that oan be just 


detected ara prohably 10,000 times 
as remote as a Contauri, or, m oth 
er Words, 3,000,000,000 times as far 
away ad the earth is from tho sun 


But the light that comes across 


those distances and reveals those 
faraway orbs reaches ns through 
movements and vibrations due 16 
molecules far smaller than any mi 
oroseope can reveal 
That light 


shakes the minute molecules of a 
photographic plate placed in the fo 
ous of a telescope and leaves behind 
the record of its knocks It vibrates 
in the bright linos of solar and stel 
lar spectra In a no less wonderful 
way molecular knocks—most mi 
nute, hut most numerous—transmit 
and maintain the heat of the snn and 
of the stars 
But, it may be asked, 


what are molecules and atoms? Can 
we affirm their existence? Can wo 
measure their size or detect their 
action? Can we count thorn or de 
termme the number and energy of 
their knocks if they are so minute?
